Unofficial Reasons For Resigna- 
tion of Dr. A. B. McCallum 


Are Announced

‘The resignation of Dr. A. B, McCal- 
lum from the position of head of the 
Canadian Research Councell has 
brought to a head a situation, which, 
with regard to the work and efficiency 


of the council, has been decidedly un- | 


satisfactory. Dr. McCallum has left 
to take the positon of professor of 
blo-chemistry at McGill, It 1s stated 


“officially” that his reason for re- 
tiring from the highly !mportant po- 
sition in the government service here 
is that his preference here is for 
university work. Unofficially there 
are other reasons 

In the first place there has been, 
and still is, overlapping and conflict 
in federal research work at the capl- 
tal, The mines branch and geological 
surveys have their functions along 
lines of research which they are jeal- 
ously guarded. While Dr, McCallum’s 
council has been investigating and ex- 
perimenting on briquetting, the inines 
branch has been enquiring into an- 
other form of fuel In the shape of peat. 
The conservation commission for 
many yeara past—in fact long before 
the research council was organized— 
has been carrying on highly important 
work of a similar nature, Upon the 
functions of each, the other has been 
from time to time infringing. 

It is stated further, that the council 
has been subjected to irritation of hav- 
ing to ask the civil service commis- 
sion for those it employed; even for 
expert work, The conservation com~- 


mission has been subjected to similar 
trregularities, while in the mines 
branches, geological surveys, many 


valuable men are missing, because of 
re-classification,

It issued 
ia statement to that effect before ever an appeal was filed. Its min- 


ister of railways, Hon. Dr, Reid, placed his seal of approval on the 
document and then promptly left for England, There will be no disallow- 
| ance and there will be no suspension of the rates. Of these facts the patient 
public might as well maéke up its mind, But that the government will at 
least do something is the expectation here, From present indications the 
lrates will be allowed to stand, but a reference will be made back to the 
commission with instructions that the board institute a full enquiry into 
| alleged disparities which exist, with a view toward their removal. 

The present order, it has been stated, is temporary, and subject to re- 
| vision by the board at its own initiative. The government will likely take the 
| position that this view shall prevail, that in the meantime an enquiry be 
| made into the question of discrimination and that a revision be ordered !n 
‘the light of such enquiry latter. In this matter, the government will give 
appéarance of action, while at the sama time, shelving the responsibility of | 
interference with the order or offence to the railways.

CANADIAN TRADE REPORT 
WINNIPEG, Oct. 1-+(By Canadian 
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“Your Railways and the Cost 
of Living” 


B:: ORE the Privy Council at Ottawa, pro- 
tests against the new Railway Rates have been 
made on the grounds that the giving of the new 
rates would raise the cost of living by a percentage 
many times higher than the percentage actually 


charged by the Canadian Railways. 


It was pointed out that the numerous middlemen 
who act as the distributors of goods would each add 
his percentage of profit to the freight rates so that, 
although the railways might only receive, say 40 
cents additional freight charges on a shipment, the 
public would be forced by the distributing middle- 


men to pay many times that amount. 


The management of the various Canadian  Rail- 
ways desire, through this, their association, to draw 
the attention of newspaper readers to the highly 
significant fact that the recent increase in United 
States Railway Rates—-an increase similar to the 
increase in Canada—has been actually followed by 
a decrease in the cost of living in that country. 


Furthermore ° 


A great Canadian manufacturer recently made 
public, without any solicitation and without the pre- 
vious knowledge of the railway managements, figur- 
es which proved that the retail selling price of a 
yard of plain white cloth in Winnipeg. after being 
hauled from Montreal to Toronto and Toronto to 
Winnipeg, would be increased only one-half a cent, 
even after the wholesaler had added 20 per cent. 
profit to the new freight rate and retailers another 
50 per cent. 


He showed that the distributors, whether rightly 
or wrongly, added 15 cents to his mill price of 16 
cents per yard. 


Yet the railways carried the raw. cotton for this 
yard of goods from Texas to Montreal; and the 
finished goods from the mill to Toronto and To- 


ronto to Winnipeg for one and one-half cents. 
One and one-half-cents as against fifteen cents. 


We venture to believe that whatever the explana- 


tion or the justification may be, the same serious 


- additions to cost by the distributing trades will be 


found in retailing almost every article of common 


household use. 


This is not to attack the distributors, They may 
themselves be victims of a bad system or an_ over- 
crowded trade. But it is to point out that if they 
add whatever percentages they, as a trade, find con_ 
venient to the freight rates, the railways cannot 
either help themselves or the public. The oppres- 
sive results of these practices should not be charged 
against the railway management, nor cited as reasons 
for holding freight rates down merely because rail- 
way rates are held down while other prices soar, as 


the various trades find necessary. 


Railway charges always must be a seri ous item in 
determining the cost of production, but the manage- 
ment of your railways urge upon your attention 
this fact, that antiquated, over-loaded and wasteful 
systems of distributing goods are much more pro- 


perly a subject of public concern, 


Canada cannot prosper without 
prosperous railways. Canadian 
railways cannot prosper uniess 
Canada is prosperous. 


In all sincerity let us suggest that the people pf 
Canada beware of those who would restrict and 
even strangle the railways simply because control 
exists there and is not so convenient in other de- 
partments of commercial activities.

Grain 
that was not fully matured by that 
time made littl or no progress to- 
warda ripening, but jate grain filled 
considerably during trat period, Large 
areas of greenfeed seeded late, how- 
ever, proved to be early enough to 
make good oats. The ‘weather clear- 
ed up on Monday and by Wednes- 
day harvesting was again quite gen- 
eral.

Ney 
theless considering the high yielas, 
and the high percentage of oats 
svheat, the exportable surplus of grain 
in bushels from the whole North 
country, wil] no doubt be as large if 
not larger than last year. There is 
stil] a large amount of last years crop 
in the country. From figures based 
upon last years output, and the yields 
uad acreage this season ft is estimated 
that this fal] after threshing provid- 
ed the wet weather discontinues and 
has no ser'ous effects. there will be 
approximately a surplus of $2,F00.000 
bushels of threshed grain in the cova 
try. 


Smaller Acreage
